Applicant's remarks with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are not persuasive. Essentially, Applicant asserts that "a part" of a 
segment cannot reasonably interpreted as the whole segment. Examiner disagrees. The claim does not set forth that n a part" is 
necessarily less than the whole, nor that the claimed "a part" refers to either of the "said two parts." As previously indicated, the rejection 
may be overcome by specifying that "a part" clearly refers to one of the "said two parts." Otherwise, Examiner maintains that it is 
reasonable to interpret "a part" as encompassing an entire segment, in much the same way that it is reasonable to interpret a "subset" of 
a larger set as encomassing the entire set. Absent an express indication that a subset refers to less than the whole set, this interpretation 
would also be maintained. Here, if Applicant were to merely specify that the claimed "a part" refers to the one of the "said two parts," then 
the interpretation proposed would be invalid because the claim would require that at least one of the two parts to consist of at least two 
pixels. This modification would preclude a reading of the claim whereby the segment consists of two pixels. Examiner previously 
indicated that such a change would possibly encounter a double patenting problem, however, it has been determined that such a change 
would not conflict with any of claims 6-1 1 in regards to a duplicate claim matter 
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
